The United States is beginning to 
appreciate electricity as an important 
factor in the passenger-carrying traffic 
of its cities. More than 3,500,000 
passengers are carried annually in this 
country on street cars moved by elec- 
tric motors. Los Angeles is fortunate 
in having one of these roads. It will 
aid and has added materially to her ad- 
,vancement. It has already been intro- 
‘duced jn opening large and desirable 
tracts of land upon her immediate 
borders to settlement. Building is 
stretching out along its lines, and the 
city’s population is slowly yet steadily 
drifting along its track. 

The electric road is one of the sub-

A Perishing Colony. 


In the name of suffering humanity 
something ought to be done for the un 
fortunate men, women and children 
who, if reports are credible, are dying by 
inches at Topolobampo.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 7.—[By the 
ciated Press.] The following is the weather 
crop bulletin of the Signal office for the 
week ending August 6th: 
“During the week ending August 6th the 
weather has been warmer than usual 
throughout the agricultural districts east of 
the Rocky Mountains, but in the cotton re- 
gions and at stations on the immediate At- 
lantic and Gulf coasts about normal tem- 
perature has prevailed. In the Mississippi 
and Ohio valleys, southern portions of the 
Lake regions, Pennsylvania and New York 
the daily average temperature was about 5° 
above normal. Drouth continues in the 
States north of the Ohio valley, but there 
has been an increase of rain during the past 
week throughout the cotton and tobacco re- 
gion and in the interior of New York and 
Pennsylvania. There was also an excess 
during the week in the Missouri valley, and 
numerous showers occurred in Iowa, Min- 
nesota and Dakota and near Lake Superior. 
During the past four weeks the large sea- 
sonal deficiency in the rainfall in Illinois, 
Iowa and the southern portions of Wiscon- 
sin and Michigan has been inc The 
drouth in this section has proved decidedly 
injurious to the growing crops, Numerous 
showers — in Minnesota. Dakota, 
Nebraska, Northwest Missouri and North- 
ern Kansas, — the condition of 
crops in these sections, but drouth continues 
in the corn States east of the Mississippi, 
resulting in serious injury to all growing 
crops.”

18th, in 1811, William Makepeace 
Thackeray was born. The month was 
a very important one during the Civil 
War. The Ist, 2d, and 3d was fought 
the great battle of Gettysburgh, and 
the 2d, in 1862, Vicksburg surrendered 
to Grant. The 6th, in 1861, occurred 
the battle of Carthage, Miss., and the 
llth, of the same year, the battle of 
Rich mountain was fought. 

The 21st of the same year was fought 
the great battle of Bull Run, the result 
of which awakened the North to a 
sense of the magnitude of the struggle 
in which it was engaged. The 28th, in 
1862, occurred the battle of Moore’s 
Hill, Mo., and the 16th, in 1863, the 
battle of James Island in South Car- 
Olina was fought. In 1864, the 9th, the 
battle of Monocacy River, Maryland, 
was fought, while the 30th began the 
assault of Petersburg, Va. Just one 
year later, the 29th, in 1865, the South- 
ern prisoners were released on parole. 

The 22d, in 1842, Bunker Hill mon- 
ument was completed, although it was 
not dedicated until the 17th of June of 
the following year.

He Discusses the Biblical Chariots of 
Iron, with Eapecial Reference to 
the Graduates of the Seaside Tem- 
ple of Learning.

In ancient times the chariot ef iron 
was the most destructive engine of 
war. In construction this chariot was 


simple, being a light, two-wheeled car | tj 


drawn. by horses driven by a charioteer 
standing within. Most of the nations 
of antiquity were familiar with and 
made use of the chariot in all war ex- 
peditions. All that modern cannon, 
artillery, mortars, torpedoes and cav- 
alry are to the armies of today the 
chariot of iron was to the ancients. 

A nation’s strength was estimated 
according to the number of its chariots 
of war. Six hundred chariots pursued 
the children of Israel and went down 
in the Red Sea. 

Saul met the, Philistines, who had 
30,000 chariots of iron. To the Jew, 
forbidden to keep many horses, the 
rushing of infuriated steeds, drawin 
these dreaded chariots, were objects o 
terror. 

The chariot of iron was well suited 
to the destruction of great bodies of 
soldiers. This war-chariot bad at- 
tached to both its great wheels, long 
knives, sharp hooks or scythes. These 
fearful knives were aflixed to the 
wheels and axles, and turned with the 
revolution of the wheels. The horses 
were driven with all their fury, upon 
the 3 and this awful mowing- 
machine literally cut a swath throug 
the lines of soldiers. On the chariots 
rode brave warriors who lashed the 
horses on to madness, shot arrows and 
threw javelins as they went forward. 

Such was the armament 
by the Canaanites, against whom the 
Israelites W * in conquest. It re- 
quired more than ordinary courage to 
stand before such fearful weapons and 
hope to gain ultimate victory, and still 
the promise was that even though the 
Canaanites had chariots of iron, the 
Israelites would yet come off more than 
conquerers. Let our text asserts 
Judah drove out the inhabitants of 
the mountain” when the enemy could 
make no use of their chariots, but 
could not drive out the inhabitants of 
the valley, „because they had chariots 
of iron.“ Judah, i., 19. Over the

ne Trees and Tea Piants for 
Oentral and Upper California. 
ge fSan Francisco Bulletin, July 20th.) 

Some 60,000 orange trees are at pres- 

ent being stowed away in the hold of a 
British bark in the harbor of Yoko- 
hama. They are to be brought to this 
port to be distributed all over the State. 
but chiefly, it is expected, in the cen- 
tral and upper portions, where it has 
been proved that oranges will flourish. 
With them will come, also, a miscella- 
neous assortment of over 90,000 trees 
and shrubs that are indigenous to 
Japan, and grow readily, it is believed, 
in semi-tropical California. Persim- 
mons and chestnut trees and camelia 
and tea plants will be in the cargo, 
which is expected to reach this port the 
last part of September. 

The vessel was chartered by Walsh, 
Hall & Co., of Yokohama, and the firm 
of Macondray & Co. are the local agents. 
The trees and shrubs are coming to the 
Oriental Importing Company, a lo- 
cal organization that was ‘formed 
recently for the purpose of supplying 
the demand in this market for orange 
trees of Japanese stock, and other hor- 
ticultural products of Japan. The 
company is not heen fab yet but it 
is expected to incorporate at lon 
with.a ee stock of $10,000. I. M 
Jaudin, of this city, is — 
treasurer of the company; T. Hayami, 
of Osaka, Japan, is vice-president; J. 
Hayami, of this city, is secretary, and 
S. L. Goldman is manager. R. 
Trumbull is also largely interested, to- 
gether with other gentlemen whose 
names are not e known. The 
organization is the outgrowth of the 
demand for orange stock throughout 
the State, which was exhausted some 
time since. 

Mention has been made of the J ap- 
anese orange stock, known as the Un- 
shin, from time to time in the Bulletin. 
Great things are claimed for it, the 
chief being absolute resistance to frost 
and cold. These trees grow in Japan, 
it is said, where the murcury goes 12 
deg. below the freezing point and where 
the ice is often six inches thick. The 
fruit is smaller than the naval variety, 
perfectly round, seedless and sweet. It 
closely resembles the Tangerine variety. 
The trees that are being imported are 
two years from thegraft on stock of the 
trifoliata three years old. These trees 
are about three feet high and will bear 
within two years. A number of trees 

in bearing and a quantity of the fruit 
are now on the way from Japan, being 
due on the steamer expected in port 
next week, and these will be exhibited 
at the. Mechanics’ Fair and at Sac- 
ramento. Manager Goldman, of the 
vo, song ‘mentioned, says the trees 
ss will be sold for about $50 a hun- 
dred. He has already orders for the 
entire shipment. He has bad inquir- 
ies and orders for the entire stock from 
Butte, Shasta, Tehama, Fresno and 
Napa counties, as well as from Utah, | 
Wyoming and Washington Territories. 
A grove of the trees are bearing on 
Hirshler Bros.’ place, near St. Helena. 
The trees are obtained in the Kii dis- 
trict, in Japan, over 2000 miles away 
from the port of shipment. 

Wherever the camelia will grow the 
tea plant will thrive,” is the positive 
assertion made concerning tea culture. 
It is believed that many districts in 
California are adapted to the growth of 
the shrub.

the weather as will prevent their taking 

cold or contracting diseases, that are 
likely to appear at this season. 

A large supply of eggs should not be 
expected in August. The old fowls 
are moulting, and but few of the early 
hatched pullets are yet old enough to 
lay. It is better that this is so for 
several reasons: the high temperature 
that prevails in most sections makes it 
difficult to keep eggs in good condition 
longer than the time necessary to 
market and distribute them to the con- 
sumers, without special preparation or 
cold storage. The price of eggs rules 
low at this season, and they are inferior 
in quality in the aggregate. 

he early pullets should be yarded 

together and allowed to lay without 
special feeding for eggs, further than is 
necessary to secure good growth and 
hea!th. It is not desirable that a large 
number of eggs should be laid, while 
the pullets are yet growing, and es 

. Cially during the warm weather. It in- 
terferes with their growth, the eggs are 
not wanted and not fit for hatching, 
even if fertile, and market eggs are 
low in price. 

All male chicks should be yarded 
separate from the hens or pullets as 
soon as they begin crowing. They 
should be fed all that they will eat up 
clean, and not confined so closely to 
prevent 2 of exercise. The culls 

taken out as soon as they 
bt vol and caponized or otherwise 
prepared for market. It is not too 
soon to keep a lookout for next year’s 
breeders. 

All young chicks of the black breeds 
have more or less white on them. The 
Langshan also shows canary color on 
the breast in many cases, but as with 
the white it gives way to black when 
the adult feathers come.

Origin of the Langshans. 
[Francis A, Mortimer in Southern Cultivator.] 
The Langshan fowl is a distinct 
breed singe — in the Province of 
Langshan (meaning two hills) in North- 
ern China, where itis well known as 
the “Yop, or sacred bird, being of- 
fered in the sacrifices to the gods of the 
Chinese. This breed was introduced 
into England by an officer of the Eng- 
lish navy, about 1872, and at once be- 
came much sought after by the Eng- 
lish fanciers, among whom a contro- 
versy arose as to whether it was a pure 
and distinct breed. The dispute was 
finally settled, and the breed admitted 
to the English standard. Its fame 
soon spread to America, where it was 
introduced in 1878, and admitted to the 
standard in 1883, and ‘fat once took a 
first rank among our domestic poultry | te 
for its many excellent qualities. It is 
a large, showy breed, very hardy and 
remarkably free from disease The 
hens are excellent winter layers, and 
excel in egg production the year round, 
any breed we ever had (except the 
ee These birds are very quiet 
and gentle, and stand confinement 
well. Their plumage is a dense black 
throughout, with a beetle-green gloss 
on back, wing and sickles, and When 
standing in the sun’s rays, the feathers 
reflect like diamonds.
